Long a Dream 

For 70 years residents of the 
Straits area have dreamed of 2 
Mackinac bridge.

Operating only during the ice-free 
months, the ferries. make the run 
in 53 minutes. Often - during 
beak trafile perlods autos pile up 
at both terminals and wait hours 
for their turns on the biats.
